Sheldon's  deeply  held  convictions  and  his  strong  support  for  all  students  were  an  in- 
spiration to  the  Pickering  community.  Through  his  words  and  actions,  Sheldon  exemplified 
the  desire  to  let  "the  good  principle  in  the  soul"  be  nurtured.

With  the  distinction  of  being  selected 
to  be  the  Headmaster  at  Pickering  Col- 
lege comes  an  awesome  responsibility. 
Having  now  survived  the  accolades  and 
obligations  of  the  first  year,  the  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself  to  take  a  breath 
and  reflect. 

Perhaps  it  is  most  important  to  ac- 
knowledge that  while  the  school  had 
a  new  Headmaster,  the  character  of 
the  school  abides  because  the  true  spirit 
of  the  school  is  within  the  people.  "The 
People  are  Pickering!"  This  is  a  phrase 
that  has  resounded  through  the  halls 
of  Pickering  College  for  many  years 
and  always  will  be  the  essence  of  the 


school.  At  the  heart  of  this  is  our  students. 
This  approach  has  characterized  the  school 
since  its  inception,  and  can  be  seen  in  the 
reflections  of  former  "rookie"  Headmast- 
ers. 

At  the  end  of  his  first  year,  in  1928, 
Headmaster  Joe  McCulley  remarked  that 
students  "respond  to  trust  and  friendship; 
a  confidence  reposed  is  never  betrayed." 
Bob  Rourke,  the  Headmaster  from  1947 
to  1953  commented  in  his  first  yearbook 
that  "Pickering  is  indeed  'the  sound  of 
many  voices.'"  What  impressed  Harry 
Beer  most  after  his  first  year  in  1954, 
"was  the  harmony  which  prevailed  among 
staff  and  students  in  our  effort  together." 
And  Sheldon  Clark  reflected  in  1979  that 
"The  learning  process  has  been  a  sharing 
of  experiences  between  the  older  and 
younger  members  of  our  community." 

The  themes  in  these  words  are  consist- 
ent and  transcend  the  years  and  the  Head- 
masters, and  become  the  ties  that  bind 
generations  of  students.  With  their  empha- 
sis on  young  people  and  learning,  it  is  ev- 
ident that  all  members  of  our  community 
contribute  to  and  benefit  from  the  learn- 
ing experience.  This  is  even  true  for  the 
Headmaster,  and  for  me  this  year  has  been 
an  unforgettable  educational  opportunity. 
A  great  word  of  thanks  to  all  of  the  stu- 
dents who  have  been  so  patient  and  under- 
standing, and  taught  me  so  much  this 
year. 

The  successes  of  the  students  of  Pick- 


ering are  accomplished  with  the  support 
of  the  entire  community.  This  year  saw 
many  contributions  from  many  different 
areas:  the  housekeeping  and  custodial  staff 
and  the  grounds  crew  kept  a  magnificent 
facility  operating  and  looking  beautiful;

Every  day,  35  000  children  die 
from  hunger  and  hunger-related 
diseases.  (In  contrast,  only  5000 
soldiers  died  daily  in  World  War 
I).  The  30  Hour  Famine  was  an 
opportunity  for  Pickering  stu- 
dents to  make  a  real  difference. 

More  than  half  of  the  students 
in  the  Upper  School  went  with- 
out food  for  30  hours  to  raise 
money  for  World  Vision,  an 
international  relief  and  develop- 
ment organization.  Funds  raised 
were  used  primarily  to  help  war 
relief  efforts  in  Rwanda  and  Bos- 
nia, and  to  help  fund  sustained 
agriculture  developments  in  Af- 
rica and  elsewhere. 

Students,  teachers,  and  junior 
masters  slept  overnight  in  the 
meeting  room  and  the  staff 
room.  Activities,  coordinated  by 
Renee  Elliott,  included  movie 
screenings,    basketball    games, 


and  a  scavenger  hunt.  Sustained 
only  by  water  and  fruit  juice, 
participants  slept  soundly  under 
the  supervision  of  Junior  Masters 
Kate  Dews,  Suzy  Foster,  Ian 
Jackson,  and  Beth  Marney,  and 
Faculty  Miss  Smith  and  Miss 
Walmsley. 

Overall,  the  event  went  very 
well,  according  to  organizers 
Jackson  Mai  and  John  Trueman. 
"We  were  absolutely  amazed  by 
the  amount  of  interest  among 
the  students,"  says  Trueman. 
"We  never  expected  this  many 
people."  The  famine  succeeded 
in  raising  more  than  $3500, 
and  was  a  highlight  of  second 
term  school  life.  It  was  also  cov- 
ered by  the  Era-Banner  and  The 
Toronto  Star.

The  car  passed  by  McGill  University  and  we  saw  the  greatest 
concentration  of  "Oui"  propaganda  in  the  city.  We  swung  around 
the  comer  and  found  a  relatively  quiet  parking  space 

We  unloaded  the  car  of  all  bodies,  eight  in  total,  and  allowed 
them  to  breathe  again.  Our  brigade  became  mobile  and  began 
to  search  out  our  destination.  We  came  by  a  McDonald's,  and 
sampled  some  of  McDonald's  finer  cuisine  Afterwards,  we  searched 
out  our  final  destination.  It  was  stark  There  was  barely  a  soul. 
The  podium  was  set  up  at  the  front,  so  we  positioned  ourselves 
there  Within  the  hour,  the  park  was  so  full  of  rally-goers  that 
it  felt  like  summer  again.  By  the  time  the  announcer  stepped  up 
to  the  podium,  people  completely  filled  the  side  streets.  Some  hung 
from  the  statues  lining  the  park 

The  first  few  speakers  addressed  the  crowd,  and  everybody 
cheered  and  raised  their  voices  to  the  speakers'  lead  The  speakers 
returned  to  their  seats  and  the  announcer  brought  out  Jean  Char- 
est  The  crowd  went  crazy  •  hands  were  raised,  voices  were  raised, 
and  an  ocean  of  people  produced  a  sea  of  flags  Charest  allowed 
the  clamour  to  subside  and  he  proceeded  with  his  speech.  With 
every  pronunciation,  every  sentence  the  crowd  went  into  an  up- 
roar By  the  end  of  his  speech,  the  only  thing  audible  was  the 
crowd  A  giant  Canadian  flag  passed  over  our  heads,  we  took 
hold  and  helped  it  along. 

The  announcer  proudly  approached  the  podium  and  introduced 
Prime  Minister  Jean  Chretien.  Whereas  Charest  had  told  us  of 
unity.  Chretien  informed  us  of  separation  He  said  that  Quebecers 
want  to  receive  everything  and  give  nothing,  and  expected  to  re- 
tain economic  and  international  status  with  Canada.  When  Chret- 
ien was  finished,  his  audience  was  heard  across  Montreal. 

Slowly  the  crowd  dispersed  and  followed  the  giant  flag  down 
the  avenue  People  continued  to  cheer  and  wave  their  flags  in  the 
air  The  speeches  had  finished,  but  the  spirit  lived  on.  With  the 
spirit,  we  entered  an  establishment.  The  MadHatter,  to  feed  our 
stomachs  before  heading  off  The  MadHatter  was  full  of  people 
cheering,  joking  and  enpying  the  company  of  all.  It  was  a  huge 
bilingual  party.  In  fact,  it  was  such  a  draining  event  that  one  of 
our  group  was  overcome  by  sleep  We  returned  to  the  car  and 
after  touring  downtown,  we  began  our  triumphant  return  home

ARTS  COUNCIL 


The  Pickering  College  Arts  Council  was 
formed  in  June  1995  to  be  the  student  body 
responsible  for  extra-curricular  drama,  music 
and  visual  arts  at  PC.  The  inaugural  council 
was  comprised  of  fifteen  members:  Michael 
Bottcher,  Jennifer  Castelino,  Renee  Elliott 
Courtney  Gillan,  Lisa  Harun,  Christina  Hogg 
Gabriella  Johnson,  Lily  Ma,  Tom  Mastorakos 
Isabelle  Payne  Danielle  Trueman,  John  True 
man,  Mr.  Keltika.  Mr.  Mitchell,  and  Mr.  Wood 

The  council  met  regularly  throughout  the  year 
(as  a  few  members  will  attest,  perhaps  a  bit 
TOO  regularly)  to  discuss  various  projects  for 
the  benefit  of  the  arts.  Some  activities  this  year 
included  Pickering's  float  in  the  Newmarket 
Santa  Claus  Parade  coordination  of  the  arts 
portion  of  Parents  Day  under  a  single  pro- 
gramme a  highly  successful  Parents  Day  raffle 
Candy-Gram  sales  at  Christmas  and  Valentine's, 
and  coordination  of  the  Talent  Show.  Other  pro- 
jects included  the  establishment  of  an  arts 
awards  system  for  implementation  in  1996-97, 
and  other  activities  designed  to  heighten  the 
profile  of  the  arts.  In  total,  the  Arts  Council 
raised  more  than  $1400  this  year,  money  which 
is  being  used  to  further  improve  the  drama, 
musie  and  visual  arts  programmes  at  Pickering. 


Perhaps  most  importantly,  though,  the  Arts 
Council  has  given  students  a  voice  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  arts  at  Pickering,  where 
none  existed  before.  Students  can  now  take 
an  active  role  in,  and  help  shape,  the  direc- 
tion of  the  arts  programmes  in  which  they 
are  enrolled.  The  increased  involvement  of 
students  in  this  process  has  resulted  in  a 
heightened  profile  for  all  the  arts  at  Pickering. 

Times  have  not  been  the  easiest,  however. 
Not  everything  we  wanted  to  do  was  possible 
and  not  everyone  shared  in  our  dream  of  what 
could  be  But  with  the  contributions  of  all  the 
members  of  the  council,  it  has  grown  from  an 
offhand  idea  into  a  developing  process.  As 
former  headmaster  Robert  Rourke  once  wrote 
"the  school  is  better  now  than  it  has  ever  been, 
yet  not  as  good  as  it  will  surely  be"  I  would 
like  to  think  that  these  words  might  apply  to 
the  arts  at  Pickering  today. 

The  arts  and  the  Arts  Council  are  in  good 
hands,  and  the  future  of  both  looks  bright.  I 
hope  that  future  years  see  the  continued  de- 
velopment of  our  crazy  idea  into  something 
that  will  benefit  all  areas  of  the  school.

"Acoustically  isolated,"  is  one  of  the  ways 
that  Music  master  Gord  Mitchell  likes  to  think 
about  his  new  classroom-studio,  located  on  the 
lawn  immediately  to  the  south  of  the  gymnas- 
ium. The  portable  classroom  is  now  home  to 
the  growing  Music  program  in  the  school. 

At  10  am  on  Wednesday  morning,  September 
20th,  Gord's  new  area  officially  opened,  much 
to  his  own  delight  and  that  of  his  students. 
They  spent  the  first  week  of  school  in  the 
McCulley  Meeting  Room  while  the  new  facility 
was  being  installed. 

With  its  forest  of  plants,  the  new  music  stu- 
dio has  a  relaxed  and  warm  home-like  atmos- 
phere One  corner  of  the  room  is  keyboard 
central  with  an  array  of  synthesizers  and  an 
electric  piano.  Across  the  room  on  the  diago- 
nal in  what  started  as  percussion  corner,  a  drum 
set  competes  with  an  xylophone  for  floor  space 
With  Gord's  desk  in  the  third  corner  and  the 
door  in  the  last  one  the  central  area  is  jammed 
with  music  stands  and  chairs  to  seat  Gord's 
young  musicians.  The  new  studio  is  already  an 
established  hub  of  activity  throughout  the  day 
and  late  in  the  afternoons. 

"All  I  really  need  now  is  a  good  piano,"  Gord 
laments.  "Somebody  must  have  one  that  they 
don't  need  and  that  is  in  good  shape  It  would 
make  a  huge  difference  to  the  program,"  he 
says.  When  pressed,  Gord  also  admits  that  he 
needs  more  keyboards  if  instruction  in  that  area 
is  to  "take  off  ".  Where  Gord  might  actually 
put  a  piano  and  more  keyboards  is  anyone's 
guess.

Membership  of  the  Honour  Society  was  increased  by  59  students  on  Tuesday,  April  10, 
1996,  when  these  outstanding  students  were  honoured  by  their  families  and  peers  at  the 
third  and  final  Honour  Society  Dinner  of  the  year  . 

Also,  on  this  occasion.  Gold  Seal  Certificates  were  presented  to  41  students  who  had  clinched 
a  place  on  the  prestigious  Headmaster's  List  three  times  this  academic  year! 

While  introducing  the  guest  speaker,  Peter  Sturrup  indicated  that  Mr.  Brian  Blackstock, 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  had  capped  his  long  (student)  career  at  Pickering  College  by  being 
named  recipient  of  the  Widdrington  Award.  This  award  is  given  to  a  member  or  members 
of  the  graduating  class  who  have  contributed  notably  to  the  well-being  of  the  community 
in  leadership  and  personal  relations,  and  in  extracurricular  activities  other  than  athletics.  The 
Widdrington  award  is  still  considered  one  of  the  highest  honours  awarded  to  Pickering  students. 

Mr.  Blackstock  noted  that  "when  the  Headmaster  had  invited  him  to  speak  at  the  Honour 
Society  Dinner,  he  had  spent  considerable  time  thinking  about  Pickering  College  and  'ho- 
nour*.... honour  is  something  that  is  often  difficult  to  acquire  and  challenging  to  keep." 

Mr.  Blackstock  indicated  tnat  "over  the  years  many  former  students  and  staff  had  brought 
much  honour  to  the  school  as  was  evidenced  by  the  recipients  of  the  'Class  of  1842'award 
-  people  in  all  walks  of  life  who  had  contributed  not  only  to  the  school  but  to  the  community 
beyond  the  hilltop  -  people  who  were  honoured  later  in  life" 

He  went  on  to  say  "that  the  students  being  honoured  that  evening  were  just  beginning 
their  journey.  Having  achieved  membership  in  the  Honour  Society  was  an  important  accom- 
plishment, not  just  for  themselves  ...  their  achievement  was  like  a  pebble  thrown  in  a  pond. 
There  was  a  ripple  effect  because  they  also  brought  honour  to  their  parents,  whose  faith 
and  financial  investment  had  proven  to  be  a  worthy  one"... 

"The  Ripple  brought  honour  also  to  their  teachers  who  often  went  the  extra  mile  to  help 
them  succeed  not  only  in  academics  but  in  learning  to  live  with  others  confidently  and  com- 
fortably."... 

"Honour  is  also  brought  to  the  wider  Pickering  community  because  the  students  are  main- 
taining and  raising  the  standards  of  the  school.  Their  significant  achievements  today  would 
act  as  incentives  and  set  standards  for  the  future    "... 

"As  students  of  Pickering  if  they  could  resolve  to  do  their  individual  and  collective  best 
to  build  a  better  school  ...  a  finer  school  in  the  academic  sense  ...  a  richer  school  in  the 
spiritual  sense  ...  they  could  be  part  of  the  group  that  does  the  'impossible'  and  perhaps 
one  day  some  may  say  of  our  Pickering  'what  a  dream  they  dreamed  -  what  a  vision  they 
shared  -  what  goals  they  reached  -  we  should  have  been  there'!" 

Mr.  Blackstock  concluded  by  thanking  the  Honour  Society  "for  the  privilege  pleasure 
and  most  of  all  the  "honour"  of  being  invited  to  share  the  evening  with  them."

VALEDICTORIAN  ADDRESS  -  ROB  DOYLE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Headmaster,  Honored 
guests,  Parents,  Faculty,  Staff,  Friends  and 
fellow  students,  welcome  and  good  day  to 
you  all. 

I  came  to  Pickering  five  years  ago.  My 
father  and  I  pulled  in  and  drove  around  the 
front  circle.  All  I  wanted  was  for  him  to  keep 
going  around  the  circle  right  back  to  Bay- 
view;  too  bad  for  me,  that  was  the  last  thing 
he  wanted  to  do.  Five  years  ago,  Pickering 
was  a  different  place:  An  all  male  school  that 
started  only  in  Grade  Seven.  I  was  accepted 
that  very  day  by  Mr.  Clark  and  so  the  story 
of  my  Pickering  career  started,  the  first  page 
inked  in.  Memories  of  those  days  seem  vague 
to  me,  but  I  know  they  are  real.  From  my 
induction  into  competitive  hockey  by  Mr.  Bra- 
zeau  to  my  endless  efforts  to  please  Mr. 
Cowan  in  the  dramatical  production  "Cut," 
my  first  year  at  Pickering  was  one  that  would 
prove  to  be  successful.  With  the  first  year 
out  of  the  way,  my  family  decided  another 
would  be  the  best  for  me,  and  so  on  and  so 
forth,  continuing  to  this  my  fifth  and  final 
year. 

Since  being  at  Pickering  much  as  changed, 
as  I'm  sure  most  of  you  are  aware:  The  sale 
of  the  Pickering  farm  to  a  Building  Contrac- 
tor, the  re-introduction  of  girls,  the  admission 
of  new  students  in  grade  four  as  opposed  to 
grade  seven,  and,  my  personal  favorite,  fe- 
male junior  masters,  to  mention  some  of  the 
main  ones. 

With  all  these  changes  the  school  was  go- 
ing through,  we,  the  students,  were  forced 
to  change  too.  I  think  this  is  one  of  the  things 
that  makes  this  year's  graduating  class  so  spe- 
cial. We  have  all  grown,  not  just  individu- 
ally, but  collectively;  with  each  other  and  the 
school.  I  feel  the  quality  of  the  students  has 
risen,  by  making  us  strive  to  succeed  in  not 
only  this  rapidly  changing  world,  but  in  this 
rapidly  changing  school.  This  is  one  of  the 
best  things  Pickering  could  have  taught  us, 


the  ability  to  adapt  to  any  situation,  rising 
to  the  moment  and  proving  ourselves  along 
the  way. 

When  I  look  ahead  to  my  own  future,  there 
are  still  so  many  unanswered  questions.  I  feel 
lucky,  proud  and  glad  that  when  I  must  face 
the  real  world,  the  Pickering  ideals  instilled 
within  me  will  be  able  to  prepare  me  for  any 
challenge  that  might  arise. 

Some  things  that  I  will  personally  miss  are 
the  chances  that  we,  as  students,  are  given 
to  prove  ourselves  as  athletes,  team  players, 
leaders  and  responsible  citizens.  Daily,  we 
are  given  the  chance  to  excel  in  these  fields. 
Given  the  chance,  I  snatched  it  up  and  took 
part  in  all  these  areas,  playing  on  such  teams 
as  Hockey,  rugby,  Alpine  Skiing  andTrack 
S  Field.  The  thing  I  loved  most  about  the  team 
sports  was  always  being  the  underdogs.  Com- 
ing from  a  school  of  about  250  students, 
competing  against  schools  two  or  three  times 
the  size,  it  was  always  a  great  challenge  and 
the  wins  were  so  much  nicer  to  savor. 

Participating  in  much  of  the  student  gov- 
ernment was  also  a  memorable  and  charac- 
ter building  opportunity  that  I  took  up.  I  was 
a  Proctor,  member  of  the  Athletic  Council, 
House  Chairman,  as  well  as  School  Chair- 
man and  Community  Service  Coordinator. 
All  are  achievable  goals  for  anyone  in  the 
school  and  I  know  I  have  benefitted  from  the 
experience  that  came  with  each  of  them. 

Next  year  is  still  a  mystery  for  most  of  us. 
Some  of  the  graduates  will  have  their  chance 
to  prove  themselves  while  representing  the 
school  either  in  University  or  College.  Some 
of  us  who  are  more  adventurous  will  take 
a  year  off  to  travel  the  globe  and  learn  more 
worldly  knowledge.  The  remainder  of  the 
graduates  will  start  the  rest  of  their  lives  early, 
getting  hands-on  experience  starting  full-time 
jobs.  I  am  confident  that  no  matter  which 
path  we  choose  to  take  it  will  be  the  right 
one,  and  we  will  be  ready  for  it. 

So,  this  is  it  then,  our  proudest  moment, 
the  day  many  of  us  and  our  families  have 
been  waiting  for.  We  are  all  finally  gradu- 
ating from  High  school. 

If  this  is  supposed  to  be  such  a  happy  day, 
then  why  do  I  feel  so  sad?  I  doubt  as  well, 
that  I  am  the  only  one  with  mixed  emotions. 
For  five  years  now,  everything  that  I  needed 
was  right  here,  not  even  a  five  minute  walk 
away.  What  will  it  be  like  next  year  without 
the  constant  pampering  we  received  from  the 
housekeeping  staff.  Their  spoiling  of  us  will 
be  sorely  missed.  Walking  around  the  aesthet- 
ically pleasing  campus  toiled  over  by  the 
groundskeepers  always  made  me  feel  proud 
that  I  was  a  part  of  this  place.  Will  it  be  the 
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same  next  year?  Similarly,  all  the  office 
staff  working  hard  everyday,  keeping  the 
school  together:  Mrs.  LaBrash,  who  would 
have  done  backflips  for  us  had  we  asked; 
Mrs.  Colefield,  who  I  probably  said  "hi" 
to  more  times  than  the  number  of  days 
I  was  here,  the  teachers  who  to  most  of 
us  are  more  friends  and  confidants  than 
authoritative  homework  givers.  They  were 
always  there  to  lend  a  hand,  even  if  we 
didn't  need  it.  This  routine  we  have  all 
become  accustomed  to  is  comfortable,  and 
part  of  what  makes  Pickering  so  great. 
It  is  also  what  is  making  it  so  hard  to  leave. 

This  being  the  last  time  for  a  long  time 
that  I  may  have  the  chance  to  address  you 
all.  I  would  like  to  take  the  time  to  thank 
some  people  who,  without  whom  I  surely 
would  never  have  made  it  this  far.  To  Mr. 
Clark  and  Mr.  Sturrup,  who  both  gave 
me  as  many  chances  as  was  needed  to  suc- 
ceed and  grow,  even  when  most  wouldn't 
have  ...  To  Mr.  Boyd  and  Nursie,  who, 
without  their  constant  Staff  room  battles, 
sticking  up  and  making  excuses  for  me, 
I  surely  would  have  been  history  ...  To 
my  family  who  paid  the  bills,  encouraged 
me,  stood  behind  me  and  kept  sending 
in  the  re-enrollment  form  ...  To  all  of 
you,  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  and 
probably  the  most  sincerely  I  have  ever 
said  it,  THANK  YOU. 

Before  this  speech  is  fully  finished,  I 
woulld  like  to  read  you  a  poem  that  my 
little  sister  and  I  wrote  for  the  graduates. 
Its  title  is  Graduation. 

The  final  exams  have  all  been  written, 

University  acceptance,  preliminarily  given. 

Tomorrow  High  school  is  done  and  gone,

So  concludes  this  speech  and  the  Grad 
class's  days  as  Pickering  students.  The  last 
period  has  been  dotted  and  the  cover  of 
the  book  closed.  Now  we  move  on  to  re- 
ceive only  alumni  mail.  I  would  now  ask 
that  the  Graduating  class  rise  and  assist 
me  in  the  reading  of  the  Declaration  of 
the  Athenian  Youth. 
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
